Secretary Daniels Names Gen. 
Barnett, Corps Commandant, 
as One of His Council. 


GEN. BAILEY FOR MEXICO 


Artillery Officer at Fort Totten to 
Lead First Troops That Go— 
Militia First In Volunteers.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—A “ war 
board,”’ although it was not so desig- 
nated, was organized at the Navy De- 
pariment to-day. It consists of the aids 
to the Secretary of the Navy, with the 
addition of the Major General Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps. The fol- 
lowing statement was made by Secre- 
tary Daniels: 

In consideration of the important 
place of the Marine Corps in the or- 
Banization of the navy, which has 
been particularly exemplified by the 
present situation, Secretary Daniels 
to-day decided to add Major Gen. 
Barnett, the Commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, to his council of aids. 

The Secretary’s aids act as his per- 
sonal advisers. Mr. Daniels has felt 
that the Marine Corps should be rep- 
resented by some one connected with 
this special council. Since the detail 
of Capt. Fullam, who was formerly 
aid for personnel, as Superintendent 


of the Naval Academy, Rear Admiral | 
Victor Blue has served on this coun- 


cil as acting aid for personnel, and 

will continue to do so. The council 

consists of Rear Admiral Bradley A. 
Fiske, aid for operations; Capt. A. F. 

Fecteler, aid for inspections; Capt. A. 

G. Winterhalter, aid for material: 

Rear Admiral Victor Blue, Chief of 

the Bureau of Navigation, acting aid 
for personnel, and Major Gen. Bar- 
nett, aid for Marine Corps. 

By adding the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps to the council of aids 
the Secretary trusts to more closely 
co-ordinate the work of the Marine 
Corps with the other branches of the 
navy. 

Army officers think that the whole 
movement in Mexico will involve com- 
paratively little use of the army unless 
the present scope of operations is ex- 
tended. At the sAme time, every prepa- 
ration has been made in case of emer- 
gency, and it would take very little time 
to get 50,000 troops under motion if the 
orders came. 

One of the indications in line with 
this general view came to-day in state-| 
ments made to Congressman Slayden of | 
Texas by Major Gen. Wotherspoon, who | 
is under orders to assume the duties of 
Chief of Staff to-morrow. Mr. Slaydenj 
had received such a mass of letters and | 
telegrams from constituents asking for | 
commissions in the volunteer force that; 
he went to the War Depariment to as- 
certain, if possible, what the prospect 
might be. 

Gen. Wotherspoon told him that In all} 
probability there would be no need of | 
other troops than the regular army. If] 
more should be needed, he said, the Na-| 
tional Guard would be called into serv- 
ice first, and later, if operations became 
more extended and there was necessity, 
volunteers would be raised.

TRINIDAD, Col!., April 21.—Forty-five 
dead, more than two-thirds of them| 
women and children, a score missing, 
and more than a score wounded, is the} 
result known to-night of the fourteen- | 
hour battle which raged with uninter - | 
rupted fury yesterday between State | 
troops and striking coal miners in the 
Ludlow district, on the property of the} 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, the} 
Rockefeller holdings. 

The Ludlow camp is a mass of charred | 
débris, and buried beneath it is a story 
of horror unparalleled in the history of | 
industrial warfare. In the holes which | 
had been dug for their protection | 
against the rifles’ fire the women and | 
children died like trapped rats when | 
the flames swept over them. One pit, | 
uncovered this afternoon, disclosed the | ‘ 
bodies of ten children and two women. | 
Further exploration was forbidden by | 
the position of the camp, which lies | 
directly between the militia and the|

Italian, Greek and Austrian miners 
have appealed to their consular repre- 
sentatives for protection, and John Mc- 
Lennan, President of the local union 
district, wired the Red Cross in Denver 
to-day to be prepared to render aid. 

On the outcome of the engagement to- 
morrow may depend the fate of the 
strike. Both sides face it as a battle 
to the death with no thought of quarter 
asked or received. At a late hour it 
was said here that the batttle could only 
be averted by the arrival of overwhelm- 
ing reinforcements for the troops of 
Denver. 

Both strikers and militia have a 
plentiful supply of ammunition on hand, 
Five thousand rounds were run into the 
troops at Ludlow on a Colorado & 
Southern train from Denver early this 
morning, and this supply was later sup- 
plemented by a shipment from Trinidad. 
The strikers, by the seizure of an en- 
gine in the Denver & Rio Grande yards 
at El Moro, were also able to replenish 
their stock at Barnes. 

The militia number 200. Detachmente 
from Walsenburg and Lamar got 
through the lines early yesterday. They 
occupy a line approximately three miles 
in length. 

No train service through the war zone 
is permitted. A command of the troops 
is hemmed in on all sides by the strik-| 
ers’ lines, which extend back three 
miles. Through this cordon only the 
dead wagon is allowed to pass. 

In Trinidad the situation is no less 
acute. Men throng the streets about 
the union headquarters and demand 
guns with which to work vengeance 
upon the militia, whom they hold re- 
sponsible for the destruction of their 
homes and the death of their women 
and children.

No official an-' 
nouncemsnt has yet been posted up in 
the corridors, but it was apparent yes. 
terday that most of the old patrons 
knew that the doom of the famous old 
hostelry had been sounded. The room 
clerks, the head waiters in the restau-| 
rants, and the old employes behind the| 
cigar counters appeared outwardly as 
cheerful as usual, but when any one 
spoke sympathetically about the clos- 
ing of the house, a doleful expression 
spread over their faces. 

The property, which takes in the cn- 
tire block front on the east side of Park 
Avenue, between Forty-first and Forty- 
second Streets, has been condemned by 
the Public Service Commission, and title 
to the plot will be taken as soon as the 
Commissioners fix the price that the 
city ought to pay.

| STETSON FOR TOLLS REPEAL 


Can't Overcome Literal Canstruc- 
tion of Treaty, He Writes O’Gorman. 


Francis Lynde Stetson has addressed 
letter to Senator O'Gorman 
supporting the bill for the repeal of the 
clause in the Panama Canal act exempt- 
ing American vessels from the payment 
of tolls. 

‘The single point which 


I shall pre- 


| gent is beyond dispute, for it arises out 


of the public record,’’ he writes, in part. 

‘‘Section 1 of the Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty of 1902 is explicit, and tn itself 
is exclusive of doubt. It declares with- 
out qualification that ‘the canal shall 
be free and open to the vessels of com- 
merce and of war of all nations observ- 
ing these rules on terms of entire equal- 


lity, so that there will be no discrimina- 


tion against any such nation or its citi- 
zens or subjects in respects of the con- 
ditions or charges of traffic or other- 
wise. Such conditions and charges of 
traffic shall be just and equitable,’ 
‘In and of themselves these provis- 


ions include ‘all vessels of commerce 
and war,’ and they include also ‘all 
nations.’ Therefore, as the United States 
is a nation, these provisions include its 
vessels of commerce and war, unless the 

ral construction of the language must 
be abandoned. That is conceivable, but 
only if the nature of the ease or some 
extraneous considerations justify and re- 
quire the conclusion that a strictly literal 
construction of this language will not 
eifectuate the corimon purpose of the 
high contracting parties.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Capt. Os- 
myn Berry of the Merchants and Min- 
packet Nantucket, which rammed 
and sunk the Old Dominion liner Mon- 
roe, with of forty-one lives, off 
the Virginia Capes in January, has been 
found guilty of negligence, and his 
ligense has been revoked.

PLEA FOR NEW TRIAL TO-DAY 


Frank's Lawyers Accuse Atlanta 


Police of Petting Witnesses to 
Get Damaging Evidence.

ATLANTA, April 21.—On the eve of 
the hearing of the motion for a new trial 
of Leo M. Frank, convicted of the mur- 
der of the little girl, Mary Phagan, 
comes the positive statement from De- 
tective William J. Burns 
was not the child's slayer. 

“My report will 
shadow of a doubt 
little girl,” said Detective Burns to- 
day. “It will convince Solicitor Hugh 
Dorsey and the Police Department 
of Leo M. Frank's innocence.” He 
also said it would prove that the 
charges of abnormality made against 
Frank were false, and that “his 


who murdered the 


character is as good as that of any man, 


in Atlanta.” 

** Frank did not kill Mary Phagan, and 
my repo-t will contain evidence proving 
it,”’ he added. 

Mr. Burns refused to divulge the con- 
tents of his report, nor would he say 
whether the murderer was gq white man 
or a negro. 

*“*My report will show that,” he said. 
“It probably will be made public with- 
in a day or two. I completed it this 
morning and am ready to turn it over 
to Frank's attorneys. It will be given 
to the public by them.” 

Attorneys for Frank refused to say 
when the report would be made pubiic, 
nor whether it would be released before 
or after the hearing of the motion for 
® new trial before Judge Ben Hill on 
Wednesday. 

Burns reiterated his statement that 
the murder was committed by an ab- 
normal person, and that he had proof 
of that assertion, adding: 

“The report also will clear up the 
mystery of the disappearance of the 
ribbons and flowers which Mary Phagan 
wore upon her hat, and will clear other 


features that heretofbre have been 
puzzling." 


Mr. Burns called for the first time at, 


the police station this afternoon to see 
the Chief of Detectives, Newport Lan- 
ford, to gain knowledge of the affidavits 
against Lee M, Frank, said to be in the 
osgession of the Chief of Detectives, 
sut his request was flatly refused 
Lanford on the ground that the latter 
did not believe their publicity would be 
just to himself, to the State, or even to 
Frank until after the hearing 
motion for a new trial. 

“At the trial of Frank, we did not 
bring up the subject of abnormality,” 
said Chief Lanford. “It was brought 
out by Frank's lawyers.”

Po- 
lice officers brazenly do things that in 
ordinary cases would provoke an 
burst of indignation. ; 

“This is well illustrated in the case 
of the negro Albert McKnight. Albert 
came into notoriety dumng the jury 
trial of Frank by swearing to the most 
potent falsehoods. After the trial he 
recanted, as he now claims, by infiu- 
ences improperly exerted upon him 
Then under some potent influenced he 
goes back again to his old réle as 
perjurer. These various performances 
of Albert are not rare enough in creat-

ures of his character to excite comment 


or to suggest danger. 

“There are among whites and blacks 
a tribe of shiftless, shifting witnesses, 
who are easily, by persuasion or fear, 
Jed into perjury and who, when 
pressure is lifted, slide back into 
truth. 

* Albert evidently belongs to that 
tribe. When under potent influence and 
pressure, he can easily be led _ into 
falsehood. When uninfluenced, and at 
liberty, like almost everybody else, 
whether wise or ignorant, he naturally 
slips back to the truth, 

‘As a matter of fact, it matters very 
little whether Albert swore to the truth 
on Frank's trial and a lie thereafter, or 
whether he lied at the trial and told 
the truth thereafter. 

‘But the attitude of the police, as 
shown in the Albert McKnight incident, 
matters a great deal. 
tent, as in decency and public 
they ought to be, in getting, freely and 
voluntarily, the truth from Albert, but

AMID CIRCUS CROWD 


Escaping from Cowboys, He 
Makes Spectators Stampede 
at Madison Square Garden. 


LASSOED AND HAULED BACK 


Daring Horsemanship and Shooting 
Among the Features of the 101 
Ranch Wild West Show. 


A long-horned steer which escaped | 


from the arena and plunged into the au- 
dience created excitement and a small 
Stampede at the first evening perform- 
ance of the 101 Ranch Wild West Show 
in Madison Square Garden last night. 

The excitement occurred when cowboys 
from the 101 Ranch were giving an ex- 
hibition of ‘‘ roping ’’ two long-horned 
steers. One of the animals succeeded in 
breaking down the bars which blocked 
off a stairway leading to the arena at 
the east end of the Garden, and then 
mounted to the top of the arena seats, 
There was a scramble by the spectators 
seated near by, but the cowboys 
swarmed up the stairway and threw a 
dozen or more ropes on the steer. The 
animal was then dragged and pushed 
down the stairs and back into the arena, 
where he again took part in the exhibi- 
tion. 

The Wild West 
Ranch, assisted by a troupe of Cossacks 
from Russia, moved into Madison 
Square Garden yesterday and began a 
three weeks' exhibition there in the 
afternoon. At both the afternoon and 
evening performances the garden was 
almost filled by people interested in 
the exhibitions of horsemanship and 
representations of Western life, 

Miller Brothers & Arlington, pro- 
prietors of the 101 Ranch in Oklahoma, 
have brought most of tha cowboys and 
cowgirls from that estabiishment East 
this season, together with a tribe or 
two of Indians, a handful of Mexicans 
innumerable horses, some long-horned 
Bieers and a few buffalo, The Mexi- 
cans, who bore the flag of their coun- 
try in the parade around the arena last 
night, were objects of special interest 
from the big audience, but if there was 
any disapproval of the foreign visitors 
or their flag it was not displayed by 
the spectators. 

After the parade around the arena 
the Wild West Show began with an ox- 
hibition of fancy “ roping ’’ by the cow- 
boys and cowgirls. This was followed 
by the holdup of an oldtime atage coach 
by bandits and the rescue of the pas- 
sengers by cowboys. Next came the 
roping and riding of leng-horned stecrs 
by the cowboys, and sports and_ pas- 
times of the men and women of the 
ranch, 

The Westerners’ took a rest for 
few moments then while an Australian 
boomerang thrower gave a wonderful 
exhibition of work with the bush weap- 
ons. This was followed by a dance of 
the ranchers on horseback, trap and 
fancy shooting by an Indian girl, and an 
exhibition of twenty high school horses. 
A half dozen clowns, who were in the 
ring during most of the entertainment, 
introduced trained mules in this exhi- 
bition which were highly amusing. 

Other features of the long programme 
were the capture of a horse thief, a

daring horsemanship by Cossacks, and 
trick riding by cowboys and girls and 
Mexicans. 

The east end of the arena has been 
made into g peaceful valley between 
two high mountains, and the scenie 
effects are in keeping with the magni- 
tude of the rest of the show.
